Red Scientists 
Sorry About 
U.S. Moonshot 


CAPE CANAVERAL. Fla. (AP) 
—Air Force scientists and bras* 
pressed an intensive investigatioa 
today to learn what caused the 
nation's first lunar rocket to ex­ 
plode. 
The huge satellite bearing mis­ 
sile shattered to hits in a puff of 
white smoke Sunday 77 seconds af­ 
ter a fiery blastoff. 
Even before this initial strike at 
the moon a second attempt had 
been ordered. The follow-up Air 
Force lunar probe attempt Hi ex­ 
pected during a three-day period 
starting Sept. 14 There was a dis­ 
tinct possibility that the Soviet! 
might attempt to beat the new U, 
S. deadline by one day. 
Plans for another moon rocket 
try were disclosed 
as the 
Air 
Force began fishing the explosion- 
torn debris of its first lunar vehi­ 
cle out of the Atlantic. 
Divert descended Hilo 60 feet o f£ 
water some IO miles northeast of 
the cape and came up with sec­ 
tions of the metal skin of th* Thor 
1,500-mile-range missile that waa 
the first stage of the moon rocket. 
The two upper stages—both bor­ 
rowed from the Navy Vanguard 
program — continued onward an 
undetermined distance after tho 
explosion. It was not expected that 
that part of the wreckage would 
be recovered.

Deficit upending by government and the 
Ka i ou mg that is necessary when operat­ 
ing in the red may seem unimportant per­ 
sonally to the average wage earner. He 
might think again. 
Tax Foundation Inc , a private research 
organization, has made a study of average 
wages and the effects of inflation on earn­ 
ings over a period of years and has found 
that in all hut two of the last ti years in­ 
flation has been levying a heavy tax upon 
the average gross weekly income. 
In 1SH9 the average wage earner in the 
U. S. was paid 7R cents more a week than 
in the previous year. Consumer prices fell 
somewhat adding 54 cents more a week to 
his purchasing power.

A Conflict of Interest 


In the Executive branch of the 
government more and more men 
of competence who have had ex­ 
perience in administration either 
in private enterprise or in Large 
public institutons are employed-. 
It is also preferable that the 
public elect to Congress men or 
women who represent the partic­ 
ular groups and working habits 
of their communities, because 
the Congress should 
be 
repre­ 
sentative of all sections and all 
element* in the American popu­ 
lation not only by lawyers and 
professional politicians. 
But the problem always arises 
whether such 
men, in dealing 
with broad, general matters, do 
not find a conflict of interest. 
When there is a conflict of in­ 
terest, is it resolved in favor of 
the United States or in favor of 
the private affairs of the indi­ 
vidual’ 
For instance, in one of th# re­ 
cent tax debates, Sen. Thurston 
B 
Morton of Kentucky at one 
stage took a position which he 
did not pursue to the point of a 
vote. Whether he was right or 
wrong is not germane to this 
discussion, but it seems to me 
that the senator might have ad­ 
vertised his expertness by 
ex­ 
plaining that he had for years 
been a director of 
Brown For- 
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man. a whiskey distillery in Ken­ 
tucky, and that his brother had 
also been a director of this com­ 
pany 
He could also have said that 
many members of his family 
are 
associated 
with 
it. 
Why 
should he not have said that not 
only ta the State of Kentucky the 
heart of Urn industry but “ I am 
an authority on this subject be­ 
cause I have 
been 
associated 
with it, 
understand its nature 
and have had or have now or my 
family has now or has had, 
whichever may be true, a finan­ 
cial interest ta it. I know not by 
hearsay but by experience what 
I am talking about.” Apparent­ 
ly politicians do not talk that 
w ay. 
Charles Wilson, when he went 
in as Secretary of Defense, had 
to sell his General Motors stock, 
but under our system of govern 
ment, a member of Congress is 
really a private citizen who may 
continue whatever private busi­ 
ness he is in after he has joined 
the Congress. If a member of 
Congress is also a member of a 
law firm and that law firm rep­ 
resents interest* that are affect­ 
ed by bills that come before Con­ 
gress, should he disqualify him- < 
self on the grounds of bias, or 
should he fight for the bill be­ 
cause that represents the best in­ 
terest* of hi» community? 
Government is a special kind 
of activity and in all countries it 
makes men feel more important 
than they really are. After all, a 
senator is a big man or a pid­ 
dling personality irrespective of 
his membership in that body, as 
anvone can easily discover be­ 
fore and after. W h a t m ikes 
them important is that they have 
a vote which may be important 
to someone at some time.
